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FRENCH WAR PAINTINGS SHOW 

It is now expected that the exhibition of 
French war paintings, arranged by Mr. 
Ratkowski for what is called the "William 
Sandoz Mission," and which is really a 
traveling display of works by members of 
the old and new Paris salons, will open on 
Monday next, April 1, in the former resi- 
dence of Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 677 
Fifth Ave. 

There has been the usual "mix up," the 
customary delays and contentions, seeming- 
ly common to enterprises of the sort, es- 
pecially those under so-called "fashionable 
patronage," but out of the confusion, which 
has made it impossible to obtain any definite, 
information as to the details of the display, 
it has become known that the pictures are 
well worth seeing, even if badly placed and 
hung, owing to insufficient space, as there 
were too many, even for the walls of the 
large Vanderbilt house. 

Perhaps the works which will most in- 
terest the art public are: "Les Heroes," a 
scene at Verdun by Cyprian Boulet, "Les 
Trois Races," by Lucien Jonas, "Glorieuse 
Douleur," by Jean Anders; Henri Tenre's 
"Double Victory," Alfred Renaudin's 
"Graves at Verdun" and the affecting "I 
Love You More as You Are," by Lucien 
Jonas. 

The real battle picture of the display is 
by R. Arus and depicts the retreat of the 
Huns at Barcy, Sept. 9, 1914. This large 
canvas is reminiscent of Detaille and De 
Neuville, the art historians of the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-71, a dramatic and 
moving work. The large picture by J. 
Berne-Bellecour, "On Guard for Liberty," 
is to be presented to President Wilson after 
the exhibition completes its tour of the 
larger American cities. 

There are a number of works in the dis- 
play, which do not relate to war, all char- 
acteristic of French art of the period in sub- 
ject and execution. There are also 2,000 
small posters with invalided soldiers pic- 
tured on them, autographed by some of the 
most prominent of Frenchmen and women, 
including Rostand, Saint-Saens, Albert Lam- 
bert, JPere et fils, Clemenceau, Cardinal 
Amette," Archbishop of Paris, Puccini, and 
the New Yorkers, Whitney Warren, Sr. 
and Jr^ '...,., 

The proceeds of the exhibition are to go 
to the so-called "Invalides No. 2," those 
brave men whom M. Brieux calls "heroes 
without a halo," and who have fallen out of 
the ranks from disease or weariness of bat- 
tle, but have been fortunate enough to es- 
cape actual wounding. 



COMING STILLMAN ART SALE? 

All of Mr. Stillman's works of art, jew- 
elry, household furniture, silverware, etc., 
are to be distributed among his children, 
who are to be consulted by the executors 
concerning their individual preferences and 
needs. Should the executors deem it for 
the best interests of the beneficiaries that 
such property shall not be given absolutely 
they are authorized to sell it. This clause 
may bring about the sale of the dead bank- 
er's valuable art objects. 

In his home in France Mr. Stillman had 
a collection valued at more than $1,000,000. 
In this collection are two Titians, one 
Rubens, one Van Dyck,.. two .Rembrandts, 
one Bronzino, one Watteau, one Vigee Xe- 
brun, two Bouchers, one Goya, two. Mo.ro- 
nis and two very fine examples of Frago- 
nard. There is also a bust of a man by 
Jean Antoine Houdon, a Greek statue of 
a woman, attributed to Praxiteles, and a 
portrait of Mr. Stillman by Voii Kaulbach. 



DEGAS COLLECTION SOLD 

An Associated Press cable from Paris, 
dated March 27 says while Paris was being 
raided by German^airplanes and bombarded 
by the German long-distance gun Tuesday, 
a sale was in progress of the collection of 
the late Edward Degas, the purchases realiz- 
ing 1,000,000 francs. The results exceeded 
the expectations of experts and the sale is 
regarded as the most important of its kind in 
Paris since the war began. 

"The works by Jean D. A. Ingres fetched 
the highest prices. A pair of portraits of 
M. and Mme. Leblanc brought 235,000 francs. 
Portraits of Marquis de Pastorel and M. de 
Norvins brought, respectively, 90,000 and 
70,000 francs. - A portrait of Baron de 
Schwitzer by Eugene Delacroix sold for 
90,000 francs. One of Cezanne by himself 
brought 30,500 francs. Several paintings 
by Edouard Manet sold for from 25,000 to 
40,000 francs each." 

The Ingres portraits of Mme. Blanc and 
the Marquis de Pastorel and the Cezanne 
self portrait, were reproduced in the "Art 
News" of March 9. 



NEW DEMOTTE GALLERIES 

The illustration on this page of the view 
looking into the sculpture galleries on the 
first floor of the handsome building re- 
cently leased by Demotte of Paris, at No. 8 
E. 56 St., for the exhibition of the treasures 
of Gothic art, in which the well known 
house specializes, gives an idea of the taste 
and skill displayed by M. Vigoroux, the 
director of the N. Y. branch, in the fitting 
up and arranging of the new galleries, and 
of the rare and choice exhibits there shown. 

The carved stone group, shown on the 
pedestal on the left, is of the Virgin and St. 
Madeleine, holding the dead Christ on their 
laps. The striking bust on the pedestal, 
also on the left, is of a Spanish archbishop. 
The recumbent Greco-Roman torsos, seen 
in the further gallery, are of two women, 
evidently a mother and daughter. The bust 
in the center gallery and on a pedestal is 
that of Jeanne D'Evreux, Queen of France, 
from the Evreux Cathedral, and the further 
standing statue is the beautiful and unique 
XIV century one of the Virgin and Child.

There 
are homely details such even as the watch 
cord and its buttonhole bar. But they do 
not detract from the effect of the statue.

Moderns at Bourgeois' 

Wide diversity of expression is found in 
the spring exhibition of modern art show- 
ing at the Bourgeois Gallery, 668 Fifth 
Ave., on to April 20 inclusive, and to 
which 21 painters and four sculptors, 
American and European, contribute. The 
Americans dominate, both in number and 
in quality. Maurice Prendergast is well 
represented by two watercolors, a pastel 
and two oils, all of most refined color and 
characteristically effective in pattern. Pren- 
dergast's right to inclusion in any exhibi- 
tion of modern character is never to be 
questioned. He is one of those perennial 
spirits whose productions are ever "mod- 
ern" in the best sense. His work gives a 
feeling of stability and establishes a mood 
of color in any company, and in the present 
demonstration it serves also as an inspira- 
tion to one of the younger "rebels." 

The watercolors of Walkowitz, although 
not by any means devoid of personal qual- 
ity, aspire perceptibly toward the achieve- 
ment of Prendergast, the "Seashore" mark- 
ing an appreciable advance in that direction. 
John Marin's watercolor landscapes are 
lyric notes of another order, luminous and 
decorative, and full of fantastic suggestion. 
Joseph Stella's pastel "The Sanctuary," his 
"Night" and "Aquatic Life," are interesting 
notes by the painter of that unforgettable 
Coney Island "Mardi Gras" fantasy of a 
past season. 

Street pictures by Arthur Goodwin, the 
Bostonian, are a nearer approach to acad- 
emicism than anything permitted by, the 
other exhibitors. Perhaps their depressed 
tonality- accounts for their inclusion. The 
three pictures by Glackens and the five of 
George F. Of (perhaps unintentionally) 
carry on the tradition of a certain French- 
man named Renoir, and Arnold Friedman 
leans slightly toward similar influence in 
his portrait of a "Child" in a yellow jacket. 
The factory town pictures of Oscar Bluem- 
ner are super-vivid in color and eloquent 
in suggestion, the "Silk Mills" and "Rock- 
away River" calling up pertinent visions 
of dull life of labor. / 

Very fine in color are the Florida water- 
colors of Hermine David, "The Cocoanut 
Grove" especially. Still-life inventions by 
Mary de Anders, Diederich, James Butler, 
Robert Delauney and Andre Derain, and 
pen drawings by the latter, the "Avarice" 
of Athos Casarini and the drawings of 
.Gaston Lachaise, Manoto and Jean Met- 
zinger express novel viewpoints. A single 
etching by Pablo Picasso, the "Dancing 
Girl" of Juliette Roche, and the Cezanne- 
like little landscape of Henri Rousseau are 
works of character and of considerable 
beauty. 

The sculptures are all of interest. Hunt 
Diederich is original and highly expressive 
in his little bronze "Picador," equally so in 
his "Bull Fight," his "Jockey" and his "Deer 
and Dog." The "Reposing Woman" of 
Charles Cary Rumsey is a classic in its 
way, while the "Cantique," the "Aneantisse- 
ment" and the "Affection" of Lachaise, the 
"Cigarette Girl" of Cecil B. Howard, and 
the slender and graceful "Candlesticks" by 
Rumsey, all add concordant notes to a sin- 
gularly sprightly ensemble.

Boronda shows nine oils, of which "Oaks 
and the West Wind," "Chinese Squid 
Fishers," "The Old Sail House" and "Russet 
and Silver" are excellent examples of the 
artist's delicate treatment of a variety of 
themes. Guy C. Wiggins has two winter 
landscapes on view, "Sunlight and Saplings" 
and "A Winter Morning," both character- 
istic.

Oils by Everett L. Bryant 

An exhibition of works by the Baltimore 
artist, Everett L. Bryant, will open April 
1 at the Arlington Galleries, 274 Madison 
Ave., to remain through April 13. The 48 
pictures in this display show Mr. Bryant's 
versatility, for besides the flower subjects, 
many of which were exhibited at the Pa. 
Academy three years ago, there are decora- 
tive landscapes, and last but not least, his 
Egyptian series or themes inspired by 
poems and folk-lore of the land of the 
Pharaohs. 

'JThe influence of a prolonged sojourn in 
Paris, where the artist studied under M. 
Blanc, whose work decorates the walls of 
the Pantheon, is strongly felt in all of the 
more recent paintings, and very specially 
in ^the Egyptian pictures. These last were 
painted during the past summer and are 
possibly the most attractive feature of the 
display. "The King's Boat," a wondrous 
craft on the Nile, manned by nude oarsmen, 
was inspired by the writing on a recently 
unearthed papyrus. "Egyptian Repast," 
"Aristocrats," "Boats of Egypt," a great 
battle scene recalling Egyptian and even 
Greek friezes and reliefs, and "The Lovers," 
an exquisite composition full of poetry and 
romance in which the Sphinx dimly seen 
through the haze of evening enveloping the 
desert, adds the charm of mystery to the 
old, old theme. These are all remarkable 
portrayals of ancient Egyptian life, full of 
life and atmosphere, and in which the artist 
seems to have caught the spirit of that 
ancient civilization. 

"Europa," "Greek Girl," "Girl and 
Swans," "Ariadne," "The Bather," and in a 
different note, some brilliant Southern land- 
scapes with luxuriant plants and flowers, 
are all interesting and brushed with the 
same sure, rapid stroke that marks all of 
Mr. Bryant's work.

ART SALES IN WAR TIME 

It was a surprise to learn by cable on 
Thursday morning that with Paris ac- 
tually under' bombardment from the 
"mystery gun" and airplanes, the sale 
of the art treasures owned by the late 
Edward Degas should have taken place 
in that suffering city as scheduled, and 
was moreover unexpectedly success- 
ful. 

This was certainly convincing proof, 
if such were needed, not only of the 
bravery and sang froid of the French, 
but of their devotion to art matters. 

It will be interesting to know 
whether or not the sale of the art col- 
lections of the late Baron Oppenheim, 
announced to be held in Berlin this 
week, took place. It seems almost in- 
credible that the attention, even of col- 
lectors and buyers from neutral coun- 
tries, could have been directed to art 
sales, no matter of what importance, 
with the "great battle in the West" 
raging. This battle, which, if ever there 
was fought one on which the fate of 
civilization hung, the greatest in his- 
tory, and on whose result the entire 
world waits with bated breath, would 
have been thought likely to have too 
completely absorbed men's minds to 
permit their giving attention to other 
matters. 

It is to be hoped that the art world, 
with all others, will be able to breathe 
easier and more freely next week ; and 
to resume its wonted activities. 



OBITUARY 
< Henry Golden Dearth 

Henry Golden Dearth died suddenly Wed. 
last from heart disease in his V. Y. home in 
his fifty-ninth year. 

He was born in Bristol, R. L, son of the 
late John Willis and Ruth Marshall Dearth, 
studied at the Beaux-Arts and under Herbert 
and Aime Morot in Paris. He won the 
Webb prize or the Society of American Art- 
ists in 1893, received a bronze medal at the 
Paris Exposition of 1900, and a silver medal 
at the Buffalo Exposition of 1901. He was a 
member of the National Academy and of the 
Fencers, Lotos, and Century Clubs. He 
married Cornelia Van Rensselaer Vail of 
New York on Feb. 26, 1896. Mr. Dearth is 
survived by his wife and a daughter, Nina 
Van Rensselaer Dearth. 

The art of Henry G. Dearth may be di- 
vided into two periods — the earlier from his 
return to America after his Paris student 
days about 1890 — during which he won de- 
served reputation as a poetic, refined and 
tonal painter — and the second from about 
1912 when he revolutionized his palette 
and technique and went into brilliant essays 
in broken color. In the la st line he , evi- 
denced remarkable strength and developed 
a beautiful and rich color palette. He was 
a close student and collector of Oriental and 
Persian art and was markedly influenced by 
both. 



Canadian Artists' War Records 

For some, time past the -Canadian- War 
Records office, of which Lord Beaverbrook 
is the head, has been^ engaging, noted art- 
ists, both English ^and Canadian, to place 
on canvas the outstanding events and typi- 
cal features of the Canadian Corps in 
France. In 'selecting these men it has been 
necessary to show discrimination 'from the 
art viewpoint, while at the same time grati- 
fying the natural desire that Canadian art- 
ists should be engaged as far as possible. 

Lord Beaverbrook had already enlisted 
the services of . such well known English 
artists as George Clausen, Augustus John, 
D. Y. Cameron, Richard Jack, Frank Brang- 
wyn, Charles Sims and other notable paint- 
ers, together with the Canadian -born art- 
ists, J. Kerr Lawspn, J. W. Morrice (of 
Paris), and A. Y. Jackson, who, while serv- 
ing as a private at the front, was given a 
lieutenant's commission, and taken out from 
combatant work, that he might devote his 
time to pictorial records. 

Four more Canadian artists have now 
been sent for, and are shortly due in Eng- 
land. These are Messrs. Beatty and Varley 
from Toronto, and Messrs. Cullen and Simp- 
son of Montreal. Their selection .was placed 
in the hands of the Royal Can. Academy. 

Those who go to the front are given 
army rank, and the majority are doing their 
work merely for their officer's pay, although 
normally they would command high figures 
for their art; and others, such as Wm. Or- 
pen. are doing work entirely gratuitously. 

The expenses incurred are being paid for 
out of the proceeds of business done by the 
War Records office. Money taken for ad- : 
missions to war photographic exhibitions, 
and for the sale of photographs and such 
publications as "Canada in Flanders," 
"Canada in Khaki" and "The Canadian 
War Pictorial," is being devoted to this or- 
ganization. The pictures, when painted, are 
to be housed with the National Gallery of 
Canada at Ottawa. 

The declaration of war being proclaimed 
at Ottawa is being portrayed by Harold 
Knight, and his wife, Laura Knight, is 
painting phases of Canadian life in Shorn- 
cliffe Camp. The memorable armada (of 
transports) that crossed to Plymouth in 
1914 is the subject of a picture by Norman 
Wilkinson, and Julius Olsson is engaged on 
other naval scenes. 

Several well known landscape artists 
are now employed in painting such can- 
vases, which will be placed in the camps 
for study purposes. The work is entirely 
voluntary, and the artists, as usual, are un- 
selfishly devoting their time to the coun- 
try's cause. Further information about this 
interesting project will be forthcoming with 
the Government's permission.

Dear Sir: I have just been informed that; 
the Presser Foundation has concluded to 
admit to its home at the corner of Johnson 
and Jefferson Sts., Germantown, Phila., re- 
tired teachers of art, in addition to its for- 
mer limitation of receiving only retired 
teachers of music. 

Applicants must be over 65 and have 
taught art for at least 25 years. An en- 
trance fee of $200 is charged, and; of course, 
the usual references as to character, pro- 
fessional standing and freedom; from com- 
municable disease are expected. The com- 
fortable support of the guests is then fur- 
nished from the funds of the institution. 

The new rule adopted by the management 
of the Presser Foundation puts teachers of 
art on the same basis as teachers of music, 
and allows them the same benefits in the 
institution. 

The present building, with- grounds and 
furnishings,: represents an approximate out- 
lay of $200;000: VSbme 75 guests can be ac- 
commodated, each 'one being given a pri- 
vate room. The management' s.eejms to make 
an effort* to concLuct the placi T as a home, 
rather than as an institution, and the site 
selected is in one of the best sections of 
Phila.'s beautiful suburbs. ■ .

• BALTIMORE 

Superb decorative effects are promised 
as a result of the work by local artists and 
sculptors in connection with the prepara- 
tions for the exhibition of war trophies, 
etc., which will constitute one of the fea- 
tures of the part Baltimore will take in the 
next Liberty Loan campaign. The event 
will be known as the Liberty Loan Can- 
tonment "Over There," and will be held in 
the great enclosure of the Fifth Regiment 
Armory, opening on Mar. 30. The plan is 
conceived on a large scale and so exten- 
sive has been the discussion concerning it 
and so enthusiastic the praise of both Fed- 
eral and State officials, that the local Lib- 
erty Loan Committee is besieged with in- 
quiries concerning the details. 

William Gorden Beecher, a well known 
local architect, designed the decorations 
and has achieved results which will 
doubtless do much to increase his profes- 
sional reputation, already considerable. 
Following classical precedents, he succeed- 
ed in instilling a deal of idealism into the 
scheme, giving it at the same time a deal 
of dignity and chaste beauty. 

Mr. Beecher from the first has had the 
collaboration of Edward Berge, whose skill 
as a sculptor made possible the efficient 
execution of the plans. The dominant mo- 
tif is a colossal plaster replica of Bartholdi's 
Statue of Liberty. This stands near the 
center of the rear wall and has all the ma- 
jesty of the original. The casting of the 
figure was in itself a heroic task, but 
with the aid of George Conlon, another lo- 
cal sculptor, who, at the time the war. broke 
out was assisting Paul Bartlett at his Paris 
studio, it- was disposed of in record time. 
Mr. Berge has also designed and executed 
a spirited "Uncle Sam," a full-length figure, 
replicas of which will be scattered through- 
out the city during the Liberty Loan drive, 
a vigorous "Eagle" for the standards that 
will be a factor of the Armory scheme, an 
original "Liberty Head" and several small 
reliefs. 



ART BOOK REVIEW 

Alexander Wyant — By Eliot Clark. Fred- 

erick F. Sherman, \N. Y. $12.50 net. 

This well ,printed monograph is an in^ 
teresting memorial to a great painter, writ-. * 
ten in a style suited to the quiet and re- 
strained art of the subject, by a fellow 
painter, whose appreciation is evidently sin-, 
cere and his understanding considerable/ 
The sketch of the painter's life is clearly 
given from his birth in Ohio in 1836. Wy- 
ant's passion for landscape was early stirred 
by seeing some pictures by George Inness 
in Cincinnati and he straightway gathered 
himself together for the (in those days) big 
journey to N. Y., to see the great Inness. 

A trip to Europe and study with Hans 
Gude at Carlsruhe prepared him for seri- 
ous painting in England and Ireland. An 
Irish landscape reproduced seems to indi- 
cate that Wyant was benefiting by the 
teachings of Ruskin and was giving consid- 
erable attention to geological formations. 

Returning to America and undertaking 
some landscape work in the far West, 
Wyant's health broke seriously and, suffer- 
ing a stroke, he was obliged to paint with 
his left hand. Back in N. Y., Wyant be- 
gan a struggle for recogrrition, workings 
hard from nature during the summers at 
Keene Valley, Adirondacks, and later at 
Arkville in the Catskills. His life was spent 
quietly in the fields and -in the studio until 
his never robust health gave way and 
death came in 1892. 

■ib: Mr. Clark's treatise on Wyant's art is 
.sympathetically and lucidly .expressed, and 
what it lacks in warmth is possibly more 
than, made up for by the sane and calm an- - 
alysis/to which Wyant's beautiful art is 
subjected. 



Japanese Art Motives. By Maude Rex Allen. 

A. C. McClurg & Co., Chicago; $3. 

The lure of Oriental art grows among col- 
lectors. The coin, postage stamp, print, 
tsuba or swordguard, netsuke, inro or tiered 
medicine case, ivory carving, and the bits 
of fictile of the Far East all are full: of sym- 
bolism, and, without some way of identi- 
fying these motifs, much is lost, in the way 
of their enjoyment and appreciation. 

This volume by Maude Rex Allen at- 
tempts to supply the needs of the collector • 
and art lover in this field. In order to keep 
within certain bounds, however, an attempt 
is made by the author to restrict the choice 
of objects treated to those of ritual or cere- 
monial use and to attributes of the deities.. 
Even with this limitation,, the book is of 
great value, and contains much" that is : 
luminous regarding Japanese folklore 1 / "'" ""' '~" : 

The chapter on the dragon (Tatsu) is es- 
pecially interesting. The suggestion is 
made that it may be a modified form of the 
alligator found in the River Yangtse. At 
all events the Japanese dragon is considered 
as symbolizing the watery element, and it 
•typifies spring, rain and flood— all quite in 
keeping with the alligator theory. The - 
dragon has also long been used as emblem 
of royalty. The Japanese dragon isli com- 
posite animal, essentially a serpent, "with 
the horns of a deer, the head of a horse, 
'eyes like a devil, neck like a snake, belly 
that of a red worm, scales those of a carp, 
ears of a cow, paws of a tiger, and claws of 
an eagle." It has flamelike appendages on 
shoulders and hips, and on either foot are 
three, four or five claws. The imperial 
dragon of China has five; that of Japan 
three. ; . 

The horse in Japanese art is emblematic 
of manhood. The tiger (tora) is consid- 
ered by the Japanese more as a symbol than 
a zoological reality. The animal is drawn 
in accordance with a type handed down by 
the old Chinese artists, and representations 
of the animal are painted on the screens 
before the doors of magistrates, to produce 
in all who approach a feeling of awe and 
terror. The tiger is in high favor with 
Japanese gamblers, and drawings of it, hold- 
ing money in its front paws, are hung, in 
gambling halls, and incense is burned be- . 
fore them. 

The elephant (zo) is also a favorite Jap- 
anese symbol, and is frequently carved in 
ivory by Japanese artists. The ancestral 
tablet is placed in the household shrine of 
both Buddhists and Shintoists. Before the 
Ihai every morning a cup of tea, some 
boiled rice and fresh fruit are placed, in- 
cense is burned, and at nightfall a lamp is 
lighted. The Ihai is about twelve inches 
high and is made somewhat larger for a 
man than for a woman. 

The volume contains an excellent bibli- 
ography and a copious index.

"Ulalume," then on exhibition at the gallery 
of Mr. J. W. Young, was painted by Felix 
Russman, the winner of a Hallgarten prize 
at the current Spring Academy exhibition. 

It was Claude Buck, a young fellow artist 
of Mr. Russman and who is also represented 
in the Spring Academy, who painted 
"Ulalume," which is described as "a moon- 
light of unearthly beauty." .- 
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LONDON LETTER 

London, March, 20, 1918. 
Various conjectures were made as to the 
probable price which would be fetched by- 
Fred Walker's "Bathers" at Christie's, 
among the pictures belonging to Mr. Ken- 
neth Clark, for this artist's work has in some 
instances shown such remarkable apprecia- 
tion in value of late that a decided rise 
might well have been expected. This, how- 
ever, did not take place, for the sum of 
£2,205, given for it by Messrs. Gooden and 
Fox, was a decline, after the £2,940 paid 
in 1909 at the Quilter sale, and the £2,625 
in 1886, when bought from Mr. William Gra- 
ham. Similarly other works by English 
artists fetched on this occasion sums slightly 
below those originally given. During the 
earlier part of this century two interiors 
by John Pettie, for instance, now fetched 
only 950 guineas each, though as much as 
1,200 guineas had been paid for them in 
1903 at the Turner sale. Conspicuous en- 
thusiasm, however, was displayed for some 
Birket Foster watercolors, a simple nursery 
theme entitled "Teaching Dolly to Dance" 
surprising many an onlooker by leaping to 
1,020 guineas, as contrasted with the 800 
guineas given for it nine years ago. 

The Medici Mss. 

The Medici sale is still in abeyance, and 
it is now understood that a frank offer has 
been made to the Italian Government of 
eighty manuscripts as a free gift for the 
Italian nation,, on the condition that the re- 
mainder may be sold by auction. So far, 
no decision has been arrived at, and it is 
believed that the communications for- 
warded by the defendants are not reaching 
their destination, the implication being that 
delay is caused in order to dispose of the 
Italian proceedings first. 

Society of Women Artists 

The Societv of Women Artists is holding 

its show in Suffolk Street, where specimens 

of arts and crafts of various kinds are on 

view, in addition to paintings and sculpture. 

There is happily something less distinctively 

feminine about this exhibition than those 

of former years, so that one wonders even 

more than before why women should have

Mestrovic's Fine Sculpture 
The "Descent from the Cross," the wood 
sculpture by Ivan Mestrovic, lately exhibited 
at the Grafton Galleries, has been selected 
by the committee formed under the chair- 
manship of Sir John Lavery, as the work to 
be purchased for the public collection. Up 
to the present, however, little more than half 
the required sum has been obtained and 
further subscriptions are invited. This work, 
imbued with all the tragedy that the Serbian 
sculptor knows so well how to bestow upon 
his figures, x seems a fitting example to ac- 
quire at thepresent time when the Serbian 
nation is undergoing an agony comparable to 
crucifixion. 

High Prices for Degas Drawings. 
One of those occasions when salesroom 
excitement really rises to fever-point re- 
cently occurred at Christie's when the Eden 
collection of pictures and drawings came up 
for dispersal. The greatest interest of the 
day centred in the Degas, drawings, for 
which the bidding was most spirited and 
2,300 guineas was the price which Messrs. 
Colnaghi and Obach had to pay for "Les 
Blanchisseuses," formerly in the Durand- 
Ruel collection, while for a pastel and gou- 
ache drawing of a prima ballerina, 2,000 
guineas were given by Messrs. Reid. A 
fan-mount ^bearing a desfgn of "danseuses," 
executed in gouache on silk, fetched 680 
guineas, the announcement being made that 
it had been bought for presentation to the 
nation. The purchaser was Mr. Ernest Hill. 
In the Galloway Sale in 1905, this drawing 
only made £273. A Sargent portrait of 
Lady Brooke in the same collection fetched 
500 guineas. 

Poynter Drawings Sale 

The sale at Sotheby's of the collection of 
Old Master Drawings, belonging to Sir Ed- 
ward Poynter, will take place April 24. This 
collection was begun by his great-grand- 
father, the sculptor Thomas Banks, during 
the XVIII century, and contains a number 
of drawings, formerly owned by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Lely. Marchetti and other well- 
known personalities of the day. The Tinto- 
retto and Filippino Lippi drawings were 
added later. 

New National Gallery Trustee 

The trusteeship to the National Gallery, 
left vacant through the death of Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschild, has already been filled, the 
appointment having been conferred upon the 
Earl of Crawford and Balcarres. Lord 
Crawford already holds a similar post to the 
National Portrait Gallery. He has trained 
as an architect and has written considerably 
on various branches of art. L. G.-S. 



CHICAGO 

The Palette and Chisel Club, Chicago's 
most serious working order of artists, cor- 
responds closely to the Salmagundi Club 
of N. Y., and thus Easterners can under- 
stand the importance of its annual exhibi- 
tion which has just opened. Here in the 
clubrooms and galleries on the top floor 
of a building neither smart nor pretentious 
is the real heart of artistic Chicago and 
anyone who aspires to art patronage does 
well to bear this in mind. 

This present display, however, is an ex- 
hibition of the serious paintings of club 
members and it holds its own with any 
other show of the season. Here are three 
John F. Carlsons, two of his decorative 
landscapes and a dramatic flash of life on 
an elevated train. Arthur Ryder contributes 
three studies of Chicago life, a little back- 
of-the-lot cottage amid high buildings of 
surrounding brick, snow clad, and full of 
good "short story" atmosphere, a stirring 
big Grant Park viaduct with high plume 
of smoke against the blue sky, and a Michi- 
gan Ave. with such poetic smoke wreathes 
in the background; 

J. Jeffrey Grant has a study of nudes out- 
doors wherein the discarded drapery of the 
bathers is used gracefully to add to the set- 
tin^. Joseph Kleitsch does the unusual in 
a studio interior wherein a nude is used 
only as an incident, seen , in a dressing 
closet in the far corner, through a blue- 
draped door. Carl Oren does some inter- 
esting tilings without any technical flourish 
and Emil Thurlein and Fred Larson are 
rue # to Norse tradition as snow painters. 

There are. some unusual portraits by Mar- 
tin Hennings, R. O. Weissenborn and 
Kleitsch and a study of his little daughter 
by Ullrich who gives a charming picture full 



PHILADELPHIA 

The 21st annual exhibition of the mem- 
bers of the Plastic Club will be held Apr. 

The architectural display at the Art Al- 
liance, now in progress, has much in it that 
illustrates the professional ability of lo- 
cal architects, mainly in photographs of 
groups of collegiate buildings, of the new 
Dining Hall at Princeton University by 
Day and Klander, the dormitories of Cor- 
nell by the same architects, beautiful sub- 
urban residences set in well designed land- 
scape gardens by Wilson Eyre, prospective 
plans of a superb Lincoln Memorial Room 
in the Union League Clubhouse, and a 
good and appropriate design for the house 
of Samuel Yellin, the ironworker. Mr. 
Yellin has a number of finely forged works 
in the way of door furniture, lanterns, a 
fine mortuary candelabra, grilles, fire irons, 
etc., on view as an accessory to the show. 
Examples of sculptured woodwork, stained 
glass, tiles and a few small bronzes of ani- 
mals add to the attractions of the display, 
organized by the Institute of Architects 
and the T-Square Club. 

"Hogarth and His Work" will be the sub- 
ject of a talk by Dr. John Frederick Lewis, 
Apr. 10, upon the occasion of the opening 
of the Spring Exhibition of the Print Cluh 
in the galleries of the Art Alliance, to con- 
tinue for one week only. Among the in- 
teresting prints that will be seen there will 
be Mr. Lewis Orr's series entitled "Rheims 
Under Fire," arid the famous "Le Canal de 
la Monnaie," the first American etching to 
be purchased for the permanent collection 
of the National Museum of the Louvre and 
a number of prints by Paul Veerees done at 
the front in Belgium, and by Walter Hale 
at Arras, Rheims and Verdun, shortly be- 
fore his death in 1915.

PARIS LETTER 

Paris, Mar. 20, 1918. 
It seems to be decided that the two elder 
Salons— that of the Artistes Francais and 
that of the Beaux Arts— will be revived 
some time this spring at the Petit Palais, 
but not under a single management. Each 
will retain its individuality and will be apart 
from the other, except that one roof will 
cover them and that there will be- inter- 
communication between the sections for the 
convenience of visitors. The Autumn Salon 
Society is claiming also the privilege of 
exhibition in a government building. 
Sarlin Pictures and Sculptures Sold 
The private sale of the Sarlin collection 
of pictures and sculptures was made to a 
Danish syndicate through the intermediary 
of a Paris art "expert." The price was be- 
tween $600,000 and $650,000. 

M. Louis Sarlin specialized as a collector 
in the works of the painters of the middle 
period of the last century, and more par- 
ticularly those of the 1830 school. He had 
fifteen Corots, not all in the best vein of 
that master; six Daubignys, five Jules 
Dupres, six Delacroix, six Jongkinds, two 
Troyons, besides examples of Fromentin, 
Isabey, Gericault, Millet, Rousseau and De- 
camps. There were a small number of 
watercolors and drawings by Barye, Fro- 
mentin and others. The 24 pieces of sculp- 
ture were all by Barye. 

Corot occupied the central and predomi- 
nant place in M. Sarlin's gallery. The chief 
work by this artist in his possession was "La 
Source," the splendid figure of a nude wo- 
man, standing with her face to the beholder, 
her chaste beauty mirrored in the clear cur- 
rent of a stream. It was painted in 1869, 
and was formerly in the collections, suc- 
cessively, of Meynard, Guillaume, Koenig 
and the Baron de Menace. Among the 
other Corot pictures, all of about the same 
date, several are less clear in color. 

The Daubignys are of extraordinary 
quality, "LTle d'Amour" in particular show- 
ing great delicacy of execution and mar- 
velous richness of color. Diaz's "Nymphe 
et Amour," painted in 1859, is superb. The 
examples of Dupre and Jongkind are hap- 
pily chosen. Among the paintings by Dela- 
croix, the "Combat du Giaour et du Pacha" 
is the best and most representative. 
Sale of Sarlin Tapestries 

Although the collection of tapestries and 
minor art objects was of far less importance 
than that of pictures and sculptures, the 
sale of the former at the Hotel Drouot nev- 
ertheless attracted the elite of the buying 
public. The notable prices for tapestries 
were as follows: five XVII century Flem- 
ish pieces,- historical subjects, $8,160; three 
others, with figures, $9,130; a XVI century 
Flemish piece, figures in a garden, $1,540; 
an Aubusson, XVIII century, $1,560; a 
large Savonnerie, medallion design with 
birds and garlands, $5,740. For a commode, 
veneered, Louis XV, $5,550 was paid. At 
another sale under the direction of Maitre 
Desvouges, a piece of Parisian tapestry, 
Louis XIII, from the works of Raphael de 
la Planche, a rustic scene with figures, after 
Simon Vouet, fetched $4,400, and 'two from 
the imperial ateliers at Petrograd, reign of 
the Empress Elizabeth, representing fisher- 
men and the Incas, $5,120. 

Notable Prices 

In the recent sale of an anonymous col- 
lection at the Hotel Drouot, a Corot, "Sin, 
pres Douai, Route de Waziers," fetched 
$11,330, some $200 more than the expert 
valuation. The purchaser was M. Georges 
Petit, himself one of the experts of the 
sale. "Les Chenes de Chateau Renard," by 
Harpignies, was sold for $4,500; "Berger 
et son Troupeau," by Ch. Jacque, $9,680; 
"Interior du Port de Rotterdam," by Jong- 
kind, $5,280; "Vertheuil," by Claude Monet, 
$5,500, and "La Route pres de la Ferme de 
Saint-Simon," $6,640 (more than $400 above 
the expert valuation). 

Picture Sale at Petit Galleries 

At an interesting picture sale at the Petit 
Galleries, ,the following excellent prices 
were obtained: Boilly, "La Promenade," 
$9,680; Drouais. portrait of Button, $25,300 
(at the Nadaukt de BufTon sale in 1882 it 
fetched $3,140); Fragonard, drawing in se- 
pia, "Le Petit Predicateur," $8,000; Guardi, 
"Le Pont du Rialto," $9,000; Nattier, pre- 
sumed portrait of Mme. de Flavacourt, $44,- 
000 (Edouard Jonas); Hubert Robert, "Le 
Jet d'Eau" and "La Fontaine," $32,300 (Wil- 
derstein); Van Loo, portrait of a gentle- 
man, $4,400.

Paintings by French Soldier Artists 

An exhibition of well selected works by- 
half a dozen French soldier painters will* 
open at the Ralston Galleries, 567 Fifth 
Ave., on Wednesday next, «&pril 3. There 
will be beautifully toned watercolors by 
Charles Hoffbauer, details of French army 
movements, ringing with sincerity. It will 
be remembered that this French painter was 
at work on the decoration of the Thomas 
Ryan Confederate Memorial Hall, of Rich- 
mond when the war broke out. 

Lucien Jonas, who might be called the 
official portrait painter of the French army, 
has sent a small portrait of King Albert 
of Belgium, the only portrait for which the 
king has posed since the war.
